[Henry Grey, K. G, wan born December 28th, 
3402, the eldest son of the late Earl, who was 
Premler in 1830-14; be was educated at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, and, as Lord 
Howlck, was returned ‘to the House of 
Commons In'1826, as member for Winchelsea, 
in 1840 for Higham Ferrara; at the neral 
electlon of 184% for Northumberland and, 
alter the parsing-of the Reform Bill, for the 
northern division of that county. On the 
formation af bls ‘ather's Mintstey, he 
was appolnted Under-Secretary for the 
Colonies, but jin 1833 resigned, in con- 
sequence of the determination of the 
Cabinet not to »ttempt the immediate 
emancipation of the slaves; afterwards 
held for a abort pertod the post of Under- 
Secretary for Home Affairs, and on the 
formation of the Melbourne Administration tn

rey, who figured promincatly fa the oppost- 
tlon to the Earl of Derby was not Included in 
the Coal tlon Cabinet, did net approve the 
policy of Lord Aberdeen’s Cabinet in declaring 
wat against Russla, and explained bls pecollar 
views on this ‘question In a long speech 
on May °25th, 1855.

OFFICIAL REPORT. 


Mr, John J, Plummer, Acting Director of the 
Observatory, has furnished us with the follow- 
{ng report on the destructive typhoon that raged 
here last Friday :-— 

The typhoon of October 5th, 1894, was first 
Indicated to the eastward of Luzon on October 
and at ro a.m., and its position as piven by the 
Bolloao and Manila observations at 4 p.m. on 
that day was N. lat, 15 9,307, E. long. 122 9.30! 
During the night {t crossed Luzon in a W.N.W, 
direction, and at 8.a.m, the centre passed very 
Bear to Cape Bolinao, a few miles south of the 
telegraph station ; fz, It travelled rgo miles in 
16 bours, or at a rate of 225 miles {n 24 hours. 

On October 3rd at 10 a.m, the centre was In 
N. Lat. 17°. 0', E, Long, 118%, go’, and durlog 
the next 24 hours continued the same. W.N.W, 
course, arriving on the morning of October 4th 
at N, Lat. 38.30, E. Long 116°, 0}, or o distance 
.of 210 miles {n 24 hours, The Black south cone 
was holsted at 5.45 a.m,, showing that the 
typhoon was within 300 miles of Hongkong, and 
at 10.30 am, notices were issued that the 
typhoon was S.S.E. of Hongkong, distant 250 
miles, still moving W.N,W., and the guo wad’

After this the wind gradually rose and 
the barometer ateadily fell (but not rapidly) antl 
4 a.m, on October 5th, indicating that the 
course was belong pursued, and {ts posit 
this time would probably be N. Lat. 20 deg, 
min. E. Long, 114 deg, 30, min., or 180 mi 
W.N.W, of ite position 18 bours earlier, giving 
{ta velocity of 240 miles to 24 hours, 

Had the typhoon continued on its course, 
the barometer at. Hongkong would now,

In Korea the Government have a method of 
‘Civil Service examinations thatiaun'que. The 
Chinese go in a great deal fer educational tests 
and all that sort of thi p, but no-where else in 
the world can be fund a system that brings 
together so closcly the chief ruler of the c-untry 
snd applicants for Government appolntments as 
inthe Herml Natlon; Some years ago the King 
engaged the services of three American college 
vtsdaates, snd opened an English school fo 
Sccul, somewhat after the style of the University 
of Tokyo. A certain number of students were 
su. ported and taught ai the expense of the 
Government, the object belng, by a seven years’ 


-course {n English and the natural polltical 


sciences, to educate the young men of 
the’ nobility for positions of the bighest 
grade. Mach oppositton.to this {nnovation was 
at first shown by what might be termed the 
koow-nothing element, but the King never 
wavered for a moment in bis devotion to the 
schoo), and each year tock personal charge of 
the exzminattons, He not only directed, but 
conducted them bimeell. One of the American 
professors, In describing hisexperlences in Koren, 
thus pictures the method of the royal examiner 
and bis system of marking the candidates :— 
“Hie Majesty kept account of every mistake 
in provureiation and {nte-pretation, and. knew 
just bow to grade the man. In every case be 
appealed to us for our judgment as to the grade 
which the man deserved, and afterwards 
ordered as be thought best. There were 
four geades:—'Tong,! which meant perfect;
